has been pom iea to as 
the most rem a rk a b le in 
the United States.

a m an 's 
w o rth ­ 
lessness is to provide 
him w ith a distinguished father. 
R ut 
this has not proved to be the case w ith 
the A dam ses 
Joh n A dam s w as the 
second president of the United States, 
and his son, Jo hn Quincy Adams, the 
m a n who w as directly responsible for 
the 
Monroe doctrine, was our sixth 
president. 
Since his time the A dam ses 
have 
been prom inent men, 
and 
the 
fam ily 
has 
never produced 
a 
m ale 
m em ber who w as not above the a v e r­ 
age in m entality. 
But, w o rth y as the A dam s fam ily has 
unquestionably been, it h as a stro ng 
rival in the Stokes family, alth o u g h the 
la tte r has until w ithin the last decade 
m ade its m ark entirely in the world of 
finance. 
Descended from the fam ous 
M ontespedous 
of 
France, 
the 
first 
A m erican Stokes w as Thom as, who be­ 
cam e one of the m ost prom inent and 
most highly respected of the m erc h an ts 
of New York, a t a time, too, when 
probity and in tegrity were ran ked be­ 
yond 
m ere w ealth. 
His son, Ja m e s 
Stokes, abandoned m erchandising and 
w ith the little fortune left him by his 
fath er established a ban kin g business 
w hich m ade him one of the w ealthy 
m en of M a n h a tta n Island. 
H is son 
followed in his footsteps and from a 
com paratively hum ble beginning devel­ 
oped a business which brought him a 
fortune of millions and caused him to 
be know n as one of the very w ealthy 
nen of the United States an d one of its 
best auth orities on m atters relating to 
finance. He w as the fath er of the p re s­ 


ent Anson P helps Stokes, also a b a n k ­ 
er, whose fo rtu n e beside th a t of his 
sire is as a 2,000 candle power arc light 
beside an o rd in ary tallow dip. 
Up to this point It will be seen that, 
w orthy as h ad been all the men of the 
Stokes family, th eir efforts had been 
confined to the accum ulation of money, 
and the world had not been benefited 
by 
their 
living 
except 
indirectly 
through the m edium of th eir oft sought 
advice in financial m atters. R u t tw o of 
Anson Phelps S to kes’ four sons changed 
all 
that. 
T he 
third. 
Anson 
Phelps 
Stokes, Jr., w hile a stu den t at Yale u n i­ 
versity determ in ed to become an E p is­ 
copalian m inister, and the second, J. 
G rah am P helps Stokes, influenced by 
the w ritin gs of well know n stu d e n ts of 
sociological problems, decided th at his 
life w ork should be tho am elioration of 
the condition of the poor in the co n g est­ 
ed districts of the large cities of the 
United States. 
These tw o young Stokeses are not 
m erely m illionaire's sons w ith 
fads; 
they are in dead earnest, and both have 
gone fa r enough to convince the w*orld 
not only of th eir sincerity, but also of 
their ste a d fa stn e ss of purpose. N or are 
they dream ers. 
F rom the long line of 
financial 
g ia n ts 
from 
which 
they 
sp ru n g it is not to be wondered th at 
they have inherited a good deal of e x ­ 
ecutive ability: not theoretical execu­ 
tive ability either, b u t the kind th a t 
“does th in g s.” 
It m ust not be assum ed either th a t 
these young Stokeses have abandoned 
som ething of m erely theoretical conse­ 
quence, 
as 
th e 
world 
reg ard s such 
things. 
T hey have four sisters, tw o of 
w hom are m arried. 
The first of them 
to

Mass., now offered for sale, la the fin­ 
est of its kind in America. 
And it is a stra n g e thing th a t both of 
these young m en have bewailed the 
fac t th a t their p a re n ts are rich. 
The 


elder, Anson Phelps Stokes, Jr.. has al­ 
ways asserted that wealth is a serious 
handicap In more ways than one, 
In 
the first place, he thinks, it Is danger­ 
ously apt to sap a young man’s ambi­ 
tion, as there Is lacking that greatest 
of all incentives to effort, necessity. 


Anson Phelps Stokes, Jr., is at pres­ 
ent more remarkable even than his 
elder brother. 
While he was still at 
Yale his great studiousness, his dig­ 
nity under all circumstances, his regard 
for the opinions as well as for the feel­ 
ings of others, his democratic tastes 
and, above all, his marvelous executive 
ability were freely commented upon. 
and there was more than a whisper 
that when the Yale corpora Hon should 
need a new president it would be un­ 
necessary to look beyond Anson Phelps 
Stokes, Jr. 
After his graduation and 
while he wns at the theological school, 
subsequent to a long tour of Europe, 
he w as elected secretary of Yale uni­ 
versity. 
For a man of tw enty-six this 
was the greatest sort of compliment. 
The position was held open for him 
until he had completed hts theological 
course. 
He was ordained as a minister 
In New Haven, where he is still assist­ 
ant rector of Trinity church, and then 
he assumed the duties of the secretary­ 
ship of Yale. Mr Stokes is about 6 feet 
3 inches in his stocking feet and Is the 
very acme of dignity. 
He is an excel­ 
lent talker, but a very much better lis­ 
tener, and his listening Is often done to 
good effect, as Is demonstrated by his 
ability 
to 
distinguish 
between 
the 
worthy and the unworthy who are con. 
stantiy appealing to him for assistance. 
J. Graham Phelps Stokes, taller and 
as dignified os his elder brother, had 
his life work decided for him by a book 
and a hospital ambulance. 
The hook 
was Rulwer’s ''Disowned.” the hero of 
which was a young man of wealthy 
parentage who was cast off because he 
elected to live among the poor people 
whose condition he sought to amelio­ 
rate. 
Rut, of course, Tolstoi did this 
very thing, too, and Mr. Stokes is a 
great admirer of the Russian sociolo­ 
gist. 
Mr. Stokes after his graduation 
as a physician served for 
Urns as 


an ambulance surgeon at Roosevelt 
hospital. New York, and his experiences 
with destitution, instead of hardening 
him, caused him to resolve to do what­ 
ever might lie in his power to allevlats 
It. 
A sentence written by the late Os­ 
car Wilde wua also a potent factor in 
determining the trend of this young 
I man's life. 
It was this: “Modern fash­ 
ionable aoeletj is a dead thing smeared 
with gold.” 
Mr. Stokes considers this 
arraignment entirety too sweeping. 
He 
! thinks that some of the most worthy 
members of society are to be found 
among the very wealthy. 
It is a fact thRt while most parents 
situated na are Mr. and Mrs. Anson 
Phelps Stokes would have been greatly 
annoyed by the somewhat unusual life 
vocations selected by their two sons, 
they have never done or said aught to 
influence them against their choice. On 
the contrary, they appear to be proud 
of them, as well they might be. 
Ji Grahnm l ’helpa Stokes is at the 
head of the University Settlement on 
Rlvington 
street, 
one 
of 
the 
most 
crowded and generally hopeless d is­ 
tricts In New York city. There he lives 
as simply aa any other peraon connect­ 
ed in an official capacity with the en­ 
terprise. 
He Is slao the moving spirit 
of 
Hartley 
House, 
in 
Forty-sixth 
street. New York. 
There is no regret on the part of this 
young millionaire for lost social privi­ 
leges. 
He believes In the University 
Settlement Idea with his whole heart 
and puts in seventeen hours a day dem­ 
onstrating his sincerity. JI** speaks al­ 
most nightly before various allied ot 
kindred bodies and Is ever ready to go 
where he may be able to lend a helping 
hand, even though he be not in the 
moat complete accord with all the de­ 
tails of tile views promulgated by the 
other organizations.

The first duty is to lie down fiat on the floor and roll rapidly over and 
over. If anybody Is present to offer help let them get w ater and throw- it on 
the person whose clothing Is on fire. 
lf nobody is present the victim may 
Jump up quickly and turn on the faucets Into pails to get w ater to spill 
on the floor. Then drop as quickly to the floor and mop lip the w ater by 
rolling quickly over and over in it. 
Of course if a bath tub is convenient, the best plan is to Jump In aud 
turn on the cold water. 
Then roll over and over 
It must be plain to every­ 
body that by standing up the whole effect of the flames is distributed over 
the body and the entire clothing set on Are and to run out doors under such 
conditions is utter madness. 
When a woman's dress catches fire she can 
m ake up her mind that she can do more for herself than can anybody else. 
To run in search of help is but the last vain resort of despair. 
Remember 
It Is death to stand up and still quirkier death to run out doors. 
Except In 
very rare cases a woman who follows these directions can save herself from be­ 
ing burned to death.

Pearce and 
David J. Walsh were iii Boston last week 
In consultation with the prom oters of the 
Lowell A Fitchburg street railway. They 
talked over at 
length 
the 
situation 
in regard to the route, which is not. of 
course, definitely decided upon, but the 
rough draft and blue prints show sn al­ 
most straight line between the two cit­ 
ies. 
A rrangem ents were made for a hear­ 
ing before the legislative committee on 
street railways, and this will take place 
some day week after next, the actual 
tate to be decided In a few day*. 
Mr. Walsh had a conference with Sena­ 
tor Fletcher of tile committee, and the 
committee will come here the night before 
the hearing. 
Next morning they will go 
from here to Groton driving over the pro­ 
posed route- 
They will take dinner 
at 
Groton and then proceed to Lowell. Sev­ 
eral prominent citizens of the different 
places through which the road will run 
will speak to the committee Iii favor of 
the legislation asked for. 
ria proposed route on leaving Lowell, 
runs out lo West Chelmsford, which, at 
resent bas no street railway connection 
with Lowell.

miles through W estford to Groton 
ver private land, as them are practically 
no hnusi s or villages along the route, and 
he shortest cut will be selected.

broad minded enough to see the justness 
of their bairns, then the latter were re­ 
sponsible for the trouble. He believed 
tie* strike was due to the ‘’blind, auto­ 
erotic. stupid spirit of the operators.” 
He believed the issue was ’ who had 
been the master—the operators or the 
men," and he added, “I 
nay 
neither 
should be ti e master of the other. ’ 
Mr. Darrow proceeded at some length 
to verify hts assertion and quoted from 
thet estimony of the late Arle Pardee, a 
coal operator, before a congressional in­ 
vestigation 20 years ago. showing the al­ 
leged ’ blind spirit” of the operators a 
score of years bark when they refused 
to treat 
with the organization of the 
men. 
The same spirit, he said, existed 
tori ay. 
He briefly referred to the spirit 
shown by Mr. Markle in evicting 13 per­ 
sons for alleged criminal acts, and then 
took up Mr. Baer’s sliding scale propo­ 
sition made yesterday. 
He said that if 
Mr Baer believed that he made a nice, 
fair proposition, he proposed to show 
that it was not. 
With the assistance of 
the miners’ expert statsitican Mr. Har­ 
row said the I per cent, raise on five 
cents suggested by Mr. Baer would give 
the operators an increase of 3 1-2 per cent. 
in profits and the miners only I 1-2 per 
cert, on the $4.f*J basis. Mr. Darrow s 
remarks on the proposition plainly indi­ 
cated that the miners flatly rejected tho 
proposition. 
Reverting to the cause of the strike 
Mr. Darrow quoted from the replies of 
the operators last spring when they 
refused to trea t with the organiza­ 
tion. 
He said that labor leaders hesi­ 
tate to call a strike because 
they 
know it m eans distress and suffering. 
He wanted the "captains of Industry" 
to know that it w as better for the 
men to treat with them than to have 
the men go 
to the "petty feudal ty ­ 
ra n ts ” who are under them In au th o r­ 
ity for the purpose of 
getting Just 
treatm ent. 
It would be better for the 
industry and the country to have the 
heads of the coal companies and the 
representatives of the men meet face 
to face, rath er than have the indus­ 
trial workers go to the under boss. 
If 
the boss does not like w hat the miner 
said, he throw's thp latter out. 
Counsel followed this by reading the 
com m unications from Mr. Mitchell be­ 
fore the strike asking for arbitration. 
Arbitration, Mr. D arrow said, 
is 
the 
only means by which Industrial peace 
can be maintained. 
Every appeal and 


every p ray er of the men. he said, was 
contemptuously rejected by the oper­ 
ators. 
"No hum an being could 
have 
done more than the organization of the 
miners," he said, "to prevent the civil 
strife that was th ru st upon the people 
of the country. 
They spurned all our 
requests with contempt. 
We will not 
treat with you. but will post notices 
in your works which shall be your con­ 
tract for the coming year, they said. 
They forced the strike th a t they might 
dem onstrate to the men and

generations to come that the owners 
of capital are m asters of the workmen. 
They tried to crush the Union which 
was the first ray of hope of inspiration 
that had entered their dark lives.

AS TO CROWDING OF CARS. 


The M assachusetts railroad commission In a decision 
upon complaints 
made about crowding cars on 
the Boston & Northern street railway en­ 
deavors to divide the blame with the passengers as will be seen from 
the 
following: 
‘‘The crowding of men and women upon 
one another In a street car for 
transportation like psckisre* of merchandise 
is an 
outrage upon 
the de­ 
cencies of life as well as a menace to safety 
In 
travel. 
A company 
Is 
bound to provide for Its patrons a suitable number 
of cars run 
at proper 
Interval*, and the public is bound to ro-operato 
with tho 
company 
by dis­ 
tributing themselves upon these cars instead of overcrowding the first cur 
that arrives for the sake of gaining a minute or two In time.’’ 
This opinion evidently Is given on the assumption that ears run every 
few minutes hut where the cars run as 
In Lowell, every 
fifteen 
or twenty 
minutes, the case Is different. 
There is very little doubt that In the vast m ajority of cases the crowding 
of cars is due to the Inadequacy of the cars to accommodate all the passen­ 
gers who want to ride. 
If there Is any special cause 
for the crowding of 
regular cars at a particular i»olnt su« h as a circus 
or an agricultural 
fair 
there is some egoucr but tin c.ts* is different whore dFy aft«r day, year In 
and year out the cars of any particular line are r r o r Jed to suffocation. 
In 
that case It is evidently 
the duty of the company to furnish more cars. 


WOMAN BURNED 
TO 
DEATH. 
“The unfortunate woman attem pted to AU a lighted kerosene lamp, when 
it exploded, throwing the oil over bt r clothing. 
The 
family lives 
on the 
first floor of the house, and Mrs. McCarthy ran out the front door and bito 
the street with h*r clothing ablaze. 
On the sidewalk she fell unconscius. 
Her little 
daughter 
ran out to 
help her mother and pulled parts of the burned clothes from her body. 
Two 
men who happened to be In the vicinity also went to 
the woman’s 
assist­ 
ance. and one of them later sounded an alarm front box 224. 
The department quickly responded, but their services were not pended, aa 
there was no fire in the house cause! by the explosion."* 
The above la part of a despatch from Boston 
telling how a young wo­ 
man lost her life by burning to death. 
Had she read a rerent editorial In 
The Sun and followed the advice therein given as 
to how to act under such 
circumstances she might have saved her life. 
The first duty is to lie down fiat on the floor and roll rapidly over and 
over. If anybody Is present to offer help let them get w ater and throw it on 
the person whose clothing is on fire. 
lf nobody is present the victim may 
Jump up quickly and turn on the faucet* Into pails to get water to spill 
on the floor. Then drop s r quickly to the floor and mop up the water by 
rolling quickly over and over In it. 
Of course lf a bath tub Is convenient, the best plan Is to Jump In and 
turn on the cold water. 
Then roll over and over 
It must be plain to e\ery- 
body that by standing up the whole effect of the flames la distributed over 
the body and the entire clothing set on fire and to run out doors under such 
conditions f utter madness. When a w om an’s dress catches fire she can 
make up her mind that she can do more for herself than can anybody else. 
To run in search of help Is but the last vain resort of despair. 
Remember 
it is death to stand up and still quicfc'r death to run out doors. 
Except In 
very rare cases a woman who follows these directions can save herself from be­ 
ing burned to death. 


SEEKING NEW 
GRAFTS. 
Mr. Kidder, former secretary’ of the 
Lands and Buildings department, 
he with whom Supt. Billow was not in love, has declared himself a candi­ 
date for the office of clerk of the park commission. 
Evidently Mr. Kidder believes In the aphorism, “the early bird catches 
the worm." 
He la certainly Aret in the field, although we have no doubt 
there are others getting ready to enter the contest. 
Would it not be wre!1 for Mr. Kidder and the other candidates to walt 
until the office la created. 
Aa yet it is not decided whether the park commission will have a paid 
secretary and an unpaid office Is not w hat the grafters want. 
We ae* no reason why the park commission cannot select 
one 
of 
its 


members to keep Its accounts, which for years to come will 
be 
necessarily 
small. 
It seems th at Kidder and others imagine th a t this park commission is 
going to spend considerable money. 
On this we hold a different opinion. 
The commission will have to confine itself for a few years at least to 
the expenditure Incurred annually by the commons departm ent or less. 
lf 
a park commission Is any Improvement upon the present system, it should 
be able to do the work now being done for less iuoney. 
The park act u h s not adopted with the intention that the commission 
should launch into land schemes and employ clerks a t large salaries. 
T hat 
kind of business has been tolerated in the past but will 
not 
be 
In 
the 
future. 
The various commissions appointed have usually started 
out 
with 
an 
expensive clerk. 
The police board m ay be mentioned as 
an 
example, 
for 
with all due respect to the very able gentlem an who now serves 
as 
clerk, 
the work of th at office might be done by the superintendent of 
police 
or 
s o m e of the officers. 
Of late there has been too great a tendency to multiply 
paid 
offices. 
It should be stopped. 
Mayor Howe on entering office s e t ‘a 
good 
example 
by dropping the stenographer attached to the m ayor’s office; but he might 
have gone even farther and dropped his private secretary w ithout detrim ent 
to the city. 
In m aking this statem ent we m ake no 
reflection 
upon 
the 
ability of Mr. Cheney, who, we have no doubt, m akes a very excellent p ri­ 
vate secretary. 
If ever there was a. time for the practice of economy it is the present, 
and It Is just as well for every departm ent of the city government, 
every 
board authorized to spend money, to know 
th a t this 
Is the policy of the 
hour and th a t the men, the commissions or 
the departm ents 
that Ignore 
this fact are bound to come to trouble.

I3x-Represent a live Jam es Pearce 
and 
David I. Walsh were in Boston last week 
iii consultation with the promoters of the 
Lowell A F itchburg street railway. They 
ta !k>d over a t 
length 
the 
situation 
in regard to the route, which Is not, of 
course, definitely <l<*eiderl upon, but the 
rough draft mid blue prints show' an al- 
mosl straight line between the two cit­ 
ies. A rrangem ents wore made for a hear­ 
ing before the legislative committee on 
street railways, and tills will take pla'’e 
some day week after next, the actual 
date to lie decided in a few days. 
Mr. Walsh had e conference with Sena­ 
tor Fletcher of the committee, and the 
committee will come here tho night before 
the h#*arlng. 
Next morning they will go 
from here to Groton driving over the pro- 
pnged route. 
They will take dinner 
at 
Groton and then proceed to I^owell. 
Sev­ 
eral prominent citizens of the different 
places through which the roud will run 
will speak to the committee iii favor of 
th© legislation asked for. 
The proposed route on h aving Lowell, 
runs out to W est Chelmsford, which, a t 
present has no street railway connection 
with Low# I). 
From there a stretch of 
nine miles thro ng n Westford to Groton 
over private land. as there are practically 
no houses or villages along the mute, and 
tile shortest cut will lie selected. 
From 
Groton Centre the road runs to West 
Groton and again to Lunenburg, alm ost 
all over private land. 
From Lunenburg 
Hie proposed route to this city is nearly 
parallel with new state road. over private 
land. and the company expects to make 
satlsfa#'.tory arrangem ents to come Into 
th** city proper over the I*". A- L. com­ 
pany’s tracks through Lunenburg street 
and to Depot park. 
The total distance Is rbout 34 miles 
and Ute promoters of the road intend to 
m ake the tourney In one hour and 30 
minutes. There are two overhead bri<!ge* 
on tho route, crossing 
steam 
railroad 
tracks in Groton and W# st Groton. 
At 
Groton they propose to make a branch 
track 
to 
Pepperell, 
then. 
probably 
through Hollis, t*> the state line, to con­ 
nect with Nashua. 
As the route of the propo*#>d road is 
very largely through private land and »he 
object is to construct a road for quick 
transportation, the bill asks for the right 
to take the necessary land by right of 
eminent domain. 
The country Is mostly 
wild and rough and scantily settled, so 
th a t no one is greatly affected by tho 
taking of the land. 
The fare is set at 35 
cents as against M cents by steam cars. 
Th#* bill provides that the road is to lie 
built by Jan. I, 1905.
